The bones, alleged te be those of a 
mammoth, had been found in Green- 
brier county, Va., and sent to Monti- 
cello, where they were set up by Jef- 
férson, who, it appears, entertained 
a somewhat exaggerated notion of his 
attainments in natural history, and 
who stood sponsor for the bones as 
those of “a carnivorous-clawed animal 
entirely unknown to science.” ; 

It was not until after Jefferson 
reached Philadelphia that he was un- 
deceived, for at a glance the learned 
Dr. Wistar saw that they were the 
bones of the common sloth, several 
specimens of which he showed the 
Virginian. : 

It has been pointed out that, indl- 
rectly, no less a naturalist than the 
creat Buffon may have been respon- 
sible for Jefferson's error. It was the 
Virginian’s practice to send Buffon 
specimens and information, and with 
the sultle flattery of a courtier the 
French naturalist wrote: 

“{ should have consulted you, sir, 
before publishing my natural history, 
and then I should have been sure of 
the facts.”

EV. HERBERT GIRLING, 
Anglican missionary to the 
Copper Eskimos of Corona- 

tion Gulf, passed aWay on 
Wednesday evening, February 11, 
1920, at the home of Mr. and Mra. 
W. H. B. Hoare, 303 Bell street, 
Ottawa, from preumonia, preceded 
apparently by an attack-of influenza. 
The late Rev. Herbert Girling was 
born in England on January 26, 18990, 
He was thus just 30 years of age. 
His father, Mr. William Girling, lives 
at 251 Ilkeston road,’ Old Radford, 
Nottingham, Herbert was working in 
connection with the Church Army 
when he joined one of the parties of 
volunteers organized by Archdeacon 
Lloyd under the Colonial and Contin« 
ental Church Society and entered Em- 
manuel College, Saskatoon, ten years 


ago to train for the ministry. Dur- 
ing this period of five or six years. 
in vacations, he took up active mis- 
sionary work, especially among the 
Crees of the Pas district. So readily 
did he acquire the language that 
last summer on the boats coming 
up from the Arctic coast some of the 
Cree boatmen told Mr. Hoare that 
Mr. Girling (who was traveling with 
him) could speak Cree like one of 
themselves. He responded td the 
i urgent appeal of Bishop Lucas. of 
“ah Mackenzie River, for missionaries to 
the Eskimos, and in 1914 went into 
the north, where he was associated 
with Archdeacon Whittaker, Rev. 
W. H. Fry, Rev. E. Hester and 
Messrs. W. D. Young. G. E. Merritt 
and W..H. B. Hoare. 

It would take a volume adequately 
to tell of his work on the Arctic 
coast. Suffice it to say that he took 
an active part in the great venture 
to reach the Copper Eskimos of 
Coronation Gulf district, sometimes 
miscalled the Blonde Eskimos. He 
was never very robust, but was able 
to accomplish many arduous journeys 
both in winter and summer. On one 
occasion he and an Eskimo compan- 
ion found themselves with scarcely 
more than a day’s food, 125 miles 
away from a camp which they must 
reach. The road lay across a barren 
rocky peninsula, and they knew the 
risk of being caught in a storm, and 
they traveled the 125 miles in two 
days. 

He was truly one of Canada’s great 
explorers, having traversed thousands 
of miles over the barren lands around 
Coronation Gulf. This region is situ- 
ated in a remote part of the North 
American continent, midway between 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river and 
Hudson Bay. He penetrated to the 
undiscovered depths of Victoria Land 
and into Prince Albert Sound, and 
made many arduous journeys along 
the northern fringe of the continent. 
He made wearisome journeys tramp- 
ing overland with pack dogs and in 
small boats along the coast by sum- 
mer, taking the trail with dog sledge 
and anowshoes in the long winter 
months, living in snow houses, at 
times visiting the Eskimos camped 
out on the ice miles away from land, 
whither they had gong ii gearch of 
the Arctié geal and polar bear.

This man was 
afterwards exonerated by the repre- 
sentatives of the R.N.W.M.P. because 
of the peculiar circumstances con- 
nected with the unfortunate affair. 
The Eskimo, Amigainak by name, ex- 
pressed great regret, and, as an act 
of reparation, without any suggestion 
from the white men, sent out to Mr. 
Street’s mother and sister by Messrs. 
Girling and Hoare the best of his 
season’s ‘catch of furs. L 

Mr. Girling was an exceptional lin- 
guist, mastering the intricacies of the 
Eskimo language very quickly. He 
had completed the translation of the 
Gospel of St. Mark and this is now 
being printed by the Bible Society in 
England. He also did a great amount 
of work towards preparing a gram- 
mar and a dictionary, and in this re- 
spect his work will live after him. 
He will be sadly missed by his fellow 
missionaries and by a host of friends. 

Outside of a small circle, very few 
realized the importance, as pioneers 
and national bitilders, of men like 
Herbert Girling, who go on quietly 
year after year, without the blare of 
trumpets,. receiving none of the 
world’s plaudits, whose sole reward is 
the sense and satisfaction of uoing 
the duty ready to hand—faitihfu:l unto 
death. It is a remarkable fact that 
the death of Mr. Girling is the first 
to occur among the missionaries io 
the Eskimos of the Canadian Arctic 
coast since the establishment of the 
missign twenty-eight yeas ago, and 
to the writer it is indeed strange that 
this faithful worker ef th® north

ANY insects attack the 

rose, but only three are 

vevy common, and as a rule 

of much importance. These 

are Teal Hoppers, Aphids and Slugs. 
The Leaf Hoppers are little, yel- 
lowish-white insects, a little less than 
a quarter of an inch long when full 
grown, and tapering to a point at 
the tail end. When disturbed they 
fly quickly away to another part of 
the bush. This probably is the ex~- 
planation of the name “Hopper.” 
Both young and adults injure the 
plants by feeding on the under sur- 
face of the leayes and causing these 
to become mottled with numerous 
white dots. Later on the leaves get 


a sickly, pale, whitish or brownish 
color, very different from that of a 
healthy green leaf. The leaves are 
attacked by the young insects soon 


are whitish in color, sluggish, have 
no wings and may be seen on the 
under surface of the leaf, chiefly near 
the midrib, in the month of May. 
They become full grown in June. 

The method of control is to spray 
‘thoroughly the under surface of the 
leaves with a tobacco extract such as 
Black Leaf 40 or nicotine sulphate 
40. per cent. (the strength recom- 
mended on the cans for Aphids will 
be satisfactory) before these little 
Hoppers become full grown. They 
cannot be killed when they get their 
wings, hence the spraying must-~ be 
done towards the end of May, Exam- 
ine the leaves about the middle of 
Way to see if they are present, and 
if there are many of them spray at 
once. One thorough application at 
that time of the year is worth a dozen 
later. 

Aphids are the green plant lice 
that are often seen in clusters on the 
flower buds and new growth. They 
are sucking insects, and when abun- 
dant extyact:so much juice out of the 
plants that the bloom is greatly -in- 
jJuged or destroyed and the leaves 
may turn sickly and die, especially 
on the wpper parts of the plants. 

The best method of control is to 
use tobacco extract as mentioned 
above. It isan advantage, however, 
to add one ounce of soap to each 
gallon of the diluted tobacco extract, 
the soap being first dissolved in rain 
water. Only those lice are killed 
which are hit by the spray. 

Sometimes a strong spray from a 
garden hose can be used to knock 
off. and destroy either the young Leaf 
Hoppers or Aphirs. The nozzle must 
be held cloge to the plants and the 
spraying repeated two or three timés 
at intervals of a day or two. This 
treatment will also, wherever it is 
practicable, control the Red Spiders, 
that is the tiny, reddish and whitish 
mites which are sometimes ! quite 


abundant on the under surface of the 
eaves, €or 


Slugs are greenish, somewhat slen- 
der worms, about half an inch long 
when full grown. They are the larvae 
of little black four-winged files. 
There are two or three different 
kinds of them, but they may all. re 
considered together. The slugs fee 
on the green tissues of the upper sur- 
face of the leaves, often completely 
removing it, and leaving only the fine 
network of veins. Leaves thus in- 
jured soon turn brown and die, It 
is not at all uncommon to see almost 
every leaf on a bush killed in. this 
way, This, of course, prevents bloom 
and weakens the plants greatly for 
next year. When the slugs are full 

rown they enter the ground to trang-

Occasionally in the latter part 
of the season a second application 
may be necessary. 

The most important matter in the 
controlling of rose insects is to com- 
bat them early, before they have done 
ahy appreciable damage. None of the 
above insects are hard to control. 
The methods given are not the only 
ones, but are the most satisfactory.

Dairy Hints. 


Cooling milk and cream is very 
important during this month and 
next month. Have plenty of cold 
Water so that the milk and cream 
may be rapidly coseled to 50 de 
grees F., ut which temperature there 
is very little danger of sour milk: 

Fly-time is. here. Protect the milk 
cews by using a home or commercial 
mixture, as a fly-repellent. Try one- 
‘half gallon fish oil, one-half pint 
kerosene and about four tablespoon- 
fuls of carbolic acid, or cresol, etc. 
Be careful not to get this on the 
teats, or hands before milking as it 
will taint the milk. 


The method .of control is simple 
and consists of sprayfmg the foliage 
thoroughly with about one ounce of 
arsenate of lead paste or half an 
Grading Up a Flock. 

In grading up a laying flock pure- 
bred eggs should be purchased. From 
i secured in very many cases in On- 
tario, from eggs secured by children 
taking part in school fairs.

On Monday The Register received 
from the wholesale house inToronto 
from which we purchase our supply 
of paper, notice that the price of 
newsprint had been advanced to 
$240.00 per ton. This makes a to- 
tal advance in the price since pre 
war days of 400 per cent. 

People who have to buy sugar 
know what an advance of 400. 
cent, means—the price of thé 
two commodities having advanced in 
about the same ratio. If hay were 
to go up to $100.00 per ton the far- 
mer can readily see how this would 
effect the price of beef, milk, butter. 
and cheese. 

In view of this latest advance in 
the price of paper it will mean that 
newspaper subscriptions will 
to be advanced forthwith as few 
have been able to get ahy stock on 
hand or make contracte ahead dur- 
ing the past twelve months as the 
foreign, demand has been 86 great 
that the mills-have been loath to 
supply the hofne trade at the price 
fixed by the Dominion Government.

SUPERANNUATION AGAINST 
THRIFT 


I am opposed to superannuation 
because I believe it to be wrong in 
principle, unsound in economy, and 
contrary to good business practice. 

We should seek tu encourage in- 
dustry and thrift, but by saying to 
any class that ‘“‘when you arrive at 
a certain e or condition your fu- 
ture is provided for,’’ we, fo a cer- 
tain extent weaken the habits of 
thrift and economy. If a man had 
three or four boys whose future he 
was anxious to jbe a success, would 
he say to them that he had made 
arrangements that when they came 
to a certain period or condition of 
lite they would be provided for? 
Would not that be \% dangerotn 
thing to do? Would it not have-a 
tendency to make them careless as 
to the future? 

Even the bees in climates where 
there is perpetual summer become 
indolent and fail to provide a store 
for winter, If any class in the 
community is given to understand 


provide for the winter of old age, or 
loss of earning power, will not the 
same natural law produce the same 
effects? 

The fact tWat private concerns 
adopt the pension system does not 
alter the principle and the circum- 
stances are different.

SALMON SHORTAGE 
ON THE YUKON RIVER 


Officials of the Department. of 
Indian Affairs report that the catch 
of salmon at Yukon Indian centres 
last year was much smaller than 
usual, although, fortunately, the 
shortage has not been sufficiently 
acute to create serious conditions. 
The decrease in the catch of salmon 
is attributed to the operations of a 
floating cannery at the mouth of the 
Yukon River. The most disturbing 
feature is that the establishment 
of a large cannery at this point is 
likely to seriously effect the future 
fish supply in the upper waters of 
the Yukon. Last year’s scarcity of 
salmon in the Yukon did result in 
extreme hardship to the Indians, but 
it is pointed out that had game 
been searce at some of the centres, 
as occasionally happens, the situa- 
tion would have been a very serious 
one,: The effect was most pronounc 
ed at Rampart House, situated 200 
miles up the Porcupine river, where 
there was almost a total lack of sal- 
mon lagt season and the Indians 
were unable to dry any for winter 
use. It is essential that the food 
supply of the Yukon Indian cen- 
tres, of which salmon is a very im- 
portant item, be not endangered by 
cannery operations of such a nat- 
ure as to imperil this means of sub- 
sistence,

on. But while this was the purpose 
the Premier admitted that there

His main point was that in the 
backward townships of the north 
it had been pressed on him that 
the people were kept anart and the 
development of localities retarded 
by the vacant lands held for them 
to make more ‘valuable for out- 
siders. 

As for the objections of some 
members that ‘the cities did not 
want the measure, as shown by the 
situation in Edmonton and Ottawa 
he believed that the cities can look 
after themselves, as it is left to the 
individual municipalities to say 
what they want The cities do not 
constitute all of the Province, he 
pointed out, or even a major por- 
tion of it. 

Z. Mageau, or Sturgeon Falls,said 
that the Premier was right, and 
that he had made a motion for such 
a thing three or four years ago, 
which “met with the twnanimous 
support of this side of the house at 
that time. If it would give North- 
ern Ontario a chance he was for it. 

The petition of 10 per cent of the 
voters for mayor or reeve, drew 
criticism from Hon. Geo. S. Henry, 
who pointed out that in his town-- 
ship there are 22,000 voters, but 
only 3000 actually voted at the last 
election, and therefore a petition of 
only 300 would be sufficient to force 
the township to submit a by-law, 
He did not believe this was right, 
but if it were left optional with the 
council whether. it submit the . by- 
law or not, he would not object. 


Doctrine Unsound 

Next day the Premier went still 
farther along this line however, and 
did away. with the petition alto- 
gether, leaving the whole initiative 
with the council ‘to submit a by-law. 

Hon. Mr. Henry admitted that 
for the moment the result of the ex- 
emption of improvements might re-- 
sult in a-reduction of taxes, still in 
the long run it would mean an in- 
crease, as there would 
ithousands of lots on hand not pay- 
ing taxes at all, which the township 
would have to sell.

ARE WE INSOLVENT? 


Startling Statement Made by Prof. 
Cudmore. 

That Canada, at the present mo- 
ment was, if based on the same foot- 
ing as a private corporation, insol- 
vent, was the statement of Prof. §. A. 
Cudmore, of the Federal Bureau of 
Statistics, before the National Council 
on Education recently. , 

The Dominion debt, he said, was 
larger than that of the United States 
after the Civil. War, and this in spite 
of the fact that the United States 
at that time had three times the 
present population of Canada. The 
Dominion Government in 1914 sus 
pended the meeting of Dominion 


notes in gold, and if asked to-day to]. 


meet the obligations it could not do 
so. “If a private corporation was in 
the same position it would be declar- 
ed bankrupt,. but the Government, 
being the Government, does not have 
to do this,” he said, He quoted sta- 
tistics showing the huge increase in 
the national debt, the intérest upon 
which represented $100 per year for 
every family in Canada. 

Bishop Richardson, New Bruns- 
wick, and Prof. W. H. Vance, Van- 
couver, both disagreed entirely 
with Prof. Cudmore, and pointed out 
that his views were in ho way repreé- 
sentative of the feelings of the dele- 
gates. “You might as well say Great 
Britain is bankrupt because she is 
suspending the meeting of her treas- 
ury notes,” said Bishop Richardson. 

“Tt is high time the people of 
Canada realized the position in 
which they are in. I do not think 
the extravagance which. has pre- 
vailed in this country during the last 
year could be practiced by any pri- 
vate concern if they wanted to go 
on,” said Prof. Cudmore, when the 
question of publishing his speech was 
raised. The experts who had dealt 
with the subject since the publication 
of Prof. Cudmore’s sensational speech 
ral erg agreed that his view was 
incorrect. 


« A Picturesque Home, 

In contrast to the many charms of 
Cape Breton’s rugged scenery are its 
placid fresh water ponds, which are 
separated from the sea by a few 
yards of beach and low bank.

On the edge of the middle pond is 
moored a house boat which is fitted 
with modern comferts, and is the re- 
treat of Dr. Bell when he wishes to 
meditate in seclusion. Here ends & 
line of telephone which winds 
through the forest connecting ita in- 
ventor with his home on the point. 
On the sea beach, in front of the 
house boat we saw several harmless 
brown snakes enjoying the sunny so}i- 
tude. Round this. pond which har- 
bors the boat, a rustic path winds 
into the woods and up the mountain, 
sometimes crossed by one of the in- 
numerable rills which feed the ponds. 

The third pond differs in scenic 
grandeur from the other two. In the 
background a lofty white cliff stands 
like a sentinel over the stillness. It is 
called Lot’s Wife. 

Tiny streams of the overflow tric- 
kle across the beach into the Great 
Bras d’Or which is really an arm of 
the Atlantic, for Cape Breton is an 
island into which the ocean drives 
its great tentacles where they are 
called lakes. One arm, the Strait of 
Canso, embraces the island, thus 
severing it from the mainland of 
Nova Scotia.

A 
grizzly has been known to follow a 
man’s trail, steal up behind him and 
tear off the whole top of his head 
with a blow of its tremendous paw. 

Alaskan settlers declare that the 
vreat brown and grizzly bears are 
protected for the sole benefit of non- 
resident sportsmen. But they add 
thet they are entitled to protect 
themselves, and they do it with a

A Source of Riches.

Industry and Wild Life Conference, 
stated recently that Canada will soon 
yecome one of the leading fur mar- 
kets of the world, and Montreal may 
once more become the great centre 
of the fur trade.

frost and guard against it. The an- 
swer is yes, to a limited extent. 

As to the question of foretelling 
frost, I would like to emphasize in 
the first place that the weather ex- 
perts' at the Weather Bureau, To- 


ronto, do advise gratuitously any 
farmer who calls up in regard to the 
probabilities of frost. Since rural 
telephones are now so general and #0 
well connected up: with trunk lines, 
the farmers are in a position fo make 
better use of this service, They often 
would find that it pays to’ do so. A 
keen observer of the weather, how- 
ever, can foretell frost quite accur- 
ately although he be not an expert. 
A few weather instruments would be 
| a great assistance to him, but except- 
| ing a reliable Fahrenheit thermome- 
ter he can get along very nicely with- 
out them if he follows these sugges- 
tions for forecasting. The favorable 
weather conditions for frost are clear 
sky, no appearance of clouds or fog 
on the distant horizon, and a dry, 
calm atmosphere, and 'temperature 
falling rapidly towgrds evening. If 
these conditions obtain late in the 
evening and the air temperature reg- 
isters no more than about 10 degrees 
above the freezing /point he can be 
pretty sure of frost that night. 

To predict is good, but to prevent 
its injury is better. What are the 
means of prevention? Those that 
have been tried out are applicable 
only to small’ and rather limited 
areas, such as gardens, vineyards and 
orchards. Space will not prevent niore 
than a mention of the various meth- 
ods. They are: Fires or smudges 
made of wood, straw, sawdust, a 
preferably moist for the bap! arnt 
areas, orchard (heaters 
which burn some sort of crude oil, 
spraying vegetation with water in the 
evening and again in morning before 
sunrise if frost occurred, and for very 
small’ ares shelters or gcreens of 
various k anda are used. The siccess 
with any ae these methods depends 
largely upon the’ amount of system, 
and care exercised: in their applica- 
tion.

sscntia’s in Saving Vegetables 
and Fru ts. 


Sterilizing Preparatory to Canning 
Described — Drying Methods and 
the Cold Pack Also Deseribed. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
F Agriculture, Toronto.) 


T is a universally known fact 
. that foods not properly preserved 
will spoil. They will ferment, de- 
cay, putrefy. or become moldy. 
These changes are brought about by 
the development of bacteria, yeasts 
and molds on or in the food. If these 
micro-organisms can be prevented 
from growing on or in the food it 
will not spoil. Therefore, the ques- 
tion of food preservation resolves it- 
self into the problem of preventing 
these bacteria, yeasts and molds from 
growing or multiplying on or in the 
foods. This is done in various ways 
according to the nature of the food 
to be preserved. 

In the. preservation of such vege- 
tables as green peas, beans, asparagus 
and green corn, cooking and sealing 
are necessary. These are green and 


juicy, and if stored in the fresh con- 
dition they will either wilt or fer- 
ment and rot. This fermentation and 
rotting is due to the development of 
the bacteria which are present on the 
- vegetables. There will be sufficient 
moisture present in the mass to en- 
able the bacteria to multiply and feed 
on the material and thus induce the 
rot. — 

So in order to preserve such vege- 
tables in the fresh condition the bac- 
teria present have to be all killed and 
all other bacteria prevented from get- 
ting on the material uhtil 11 is to he 
used. In order to accomplish this 
the process of canning is ~esorted to. 
To get satisfactory results froin can- 
ning vegetables it is necessary to 
have: 

ist. Good sound healthy vegetables, 

2nd. Good clean sealers with tight- 
fitting tops and good rubbers. 

3rd. Wash, the vegetables and fill 
into the sealers. 

4th. Cover with water salted to 
taste. 

5th. Put on the tops and leave 
slightly loose. 

6th; Place sealers in a steamer or 
boiler half filled with cold water and 
heat to the boiling point for half an 
hour. 

"th. Remove sealers from boiler or 
steamer and tighten down the tops. 

Sth. After 24 hours loosen the tops 
and return to the boiler or steamer 
and give another half hour's boiling. 

9th, Repeat this process after an- 
other 24 hours. Then tighten down 
the tops and place away. 

This treatment should destroy all 
micro-organisms present, and if the 
top is hermetically sealed no others 
can get in until it is opened. 

Another method of sterilizing is to 
give one boiling to the filled sealers 
for three to four hours. This, how- 
ever, cannot be depended on to give 
as satisfactory results as the above. 

Another method is to heat in steam 
under 15 lbs. pressure for thirty min- 
utes. This is the commercial way for 
which special strong steamers (auto- 
claves) that can: withstand internal 
pressure are necessary. 


Another method of preserving 


vegetables is by drying in special |. 


ovens. This drying process extracts 
sufficient moisture from the vege- 
tables to prevent the bacteria present 
from having the power to multiply 
unless the materials should get moist 
before being used. If sufficient mois- 
ture is not extracted, or should the 
dried materials get moist during stor- 
age, then decay or rot will rapidly 
develop, as the bacteria are not killed 
in the drying process and only re- 
quire moisture to enable them to de- 
velop. 

Such fruits as strawberries, rasp- 
berries, plums, peaches, currants, 
blueberries, etc.,;which are soft, can- 
not be kept any length of time with- 
out fermenting or molding unless 
they are canned. 

The canning process is simply for 
the purpose of killing a!l mold spores 
and yeast cells that are on the fruit 
and preventing others getting on un- 
til the material is to be used. 

Canning fruits is not so difficult as 
canning vegetables because it is eas- 
ier to kill yeasts and molds which 
affect fruits than it is to kill bacieria 
that affect vegetables. 

These fruits may be cocked in a 
fruit kettle, sugar added to taste, ana 
filled hot‘direct from the keitle into 
sterilized sealers removed direct from 
scalding water. The covers, rings and 
rubbers should be put on ‘at once di- 
rect from scalding water and screwed 
down tightly. 

Another way to preserve such 
fruits is by the cold pack method. In 
this method the fruits are not cooked 
before putting into the sealer. Sound 
fruit not overripe should be used. 
This is picked over and filled directly 
into clean sealers. Stone fruit should 
be pitted. 

A syrup of sugar and water sweet- 
ened to taste is then filled into seal- 
ers so aS to completely cover the 
fruit. The tops, rubbers and rings 
are put on but not screwed down 
tightly. The sealers are then placed 
in a boiler containing cold water suf- 
ficient to reach three-fourths up the 
sealers and this is brought to a boil 
and kept boiling for half an hour. 
The sealers are then removed and the 
tops screwed down tightly at once. 
When cooled, storé away.—Prof. 
D. H. Jones, O. A. College, Guelph.

HOLYOKE HAS LOST HONOR 


Teyn Officially Declared Not to Have 
Been the Birthplace of Junius 
«Spencer Morgan. 
. Holyoke, 


Mass., which has long 


i dlaimed the honor of being the birth- 


place of Junius Spencer Morgan, grand- 
father of the present J. P. Morgan, has 
been shorn of this fame by ‘the town 
of West Springfield. “This decision has 
been rendered by the Connecticut Val- 
ley Historical society. ~ 

The explanation lies in the fact that 
the present city of Holyoke was for- 
merly a part of the town of West 
Springfield and that, contrary to Holy- 
oke’s contention, and the assumption 
of the Morgan family, the site of the 
ancestral home of Junius Spencer Mor- 
gan is still included within the boun- 
daries of West Springfield, though by 
4 narrow margin. 

The present J. P. Morgan received an 
opportunity to perpetuate family his- 
tory in West Springfield through the in- 
etrumentality of any public gift which 


‘appealed to his fancy. .Though Mr, 


Morgan was unresponsive, the contest 
between Holyoke and West Springfield 
for birthplace honors progressed mer 
rily and was settled only recently.

aquatic creatures—whales, sharks, 
porpoises, dogfish, the ray or devil- 
fish, the sawfish and some others. 
There have, however, been difficul- 
ties in the way of utilizing these 
sources on any large scale for the 
production of leather suitable for 
general purposes. The shagreen or 
outer coating of the skin of the shark, 
for example (as well as those of the 
ray and of the dogfish), is a horny 
structure frequently so hard that it 
is difffeult te grind it off; while 
grinding, if carried far enough to re- 
move it entirely, results in partial de- 
struction of the skin proper. 
Necessity, however, has again prov- 
ed the mother of invention, and 
chemical means have been devised 
by which this horny material may be 
successfully removed, while improve- 
ments in lining now permit that part 


of the process of tanning to be car- ; 


ried through without injury to the 
skin. A further step has succeeded 
in removing the fishy odor which 
would otherwise remain in the fin- 
ished product. In the circumstances 
it is not surprising to learn that new 
stations for the treatment of these’ 
sea products are being established 
on the southern Atlantic shores of

Borers That Ruin Wood. 


There has been much correspon- 
dence between the American Vice- 
Consul at Melbourne, Australia, and 
the Bureau of Entomology, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, over the com- 
plaint that American packing cases 
and other wooden goods bored by in- 
sects are arriving in Australia. The 
latest report on the matter is by Dr. 
A. D. Hopkins, Forest Entomologist, 
who writes: . 

“Evidently the damage is due to 
powder-post, insects of one or two 
types or a combination of the two— 
either a large round-headed borer 
that infests logs béfore they are 
worked up into lumber and continues 
to work in the wood after it is fin- 
ished; or Lyctus powder-post the sap- 
wood of-seasoned ash, hickory, oak 
and other hardwoods: Lyctus pow- 
der-post beetles are as a rule cosmo- 
| politan insects, and while it is an 
| eal ein’ plan to prevent their intro- 
duction from the United States into 
Australia, from the nature of the 
products that they attack these in- 
sects are already pretty well distri- 
buted throughout the world. Insects 
of this latter type are doubtless those 
which injured the American pick and 
axe handles, referred to in the Vice- 
Consul’s report. 

“Danger from the introduction of 


| powder-post beetles in packing cases 


can be prevented by the use of heart- 
wood thaterial of ash, eliminating all 
sapwood, or by using yellow pine or 
other soft wood that these insects 
do not attack. 

“Packing cases, boxes, etc., that are 
found upon arrival of shipments to 
be infested with insects should be 
burned.”

THE KARAKUL LAMB. 


Comes From the Region of Bokhara | 


In Tukestan. 


The furs known as Karakul, Per- 
sian Lamb and Astrakhan come to us 
from the regions about Bokhara, in 
Turkestan. Before the war almost all 
of them were dyed and treated at 
Leipzig where. two houses alone re- 
ceived 750,000 skins, with a value of 
about $2,700,000 (at pre-war price) 
every year. r 

The race of sheep known a8 Kara- 
kul is native of Turkestan, and its 
special home

of Karakul is washed by the muddy 
waters of the River Zerafchane, 
which, swollen by the snows of the 
Altai Mountains, falls into Lake
